What's the sense of 
having a body operated 
by the government that 
can't hold a promise? 

The Ontario 


Municipal Board heard 
an appeal of its initial 
decision that ruled in 
favour of the Canadian 
Motor Speedway two 
months ago and when it 
concluded, it was said 
that a final verdict 
would be given in a 
month. 

We're still waiting, 
long past this supposed 
due date. 

I understand that res¬ 
idents who feel the 
$400-million project 


would have negative 
impacts should be given 
the opportunity to exer¬ 
cise their rights and do 
whatever they feel is 
necessary to make sure 
every base is covered 
when going through the 
approval process. 

I've written in the 
past that the speedway 
is something Greater 
Fort Erie and the rest of 
Niagara desperately 
needs and that I see this 
development as a posi¬ 


tive much more than I 
feel it would be a detri- 

But that's not the 
purpose of this editori¬ 
al. It's about our own 
government not doing 
its own due diligence 
and addressing this case 
immediately. 

I understand this isn't 
the only matter before 
the OMB at the moment 
by any stretch of the 
imagination, but that 
isn't a reason for the 


people of Niagara to be 
waiting so long. 

We've been patient 
until a few weeks ago 
and now it's time for 
the OMB to kick things 
into high gear and make 
a final decision on the 
appeal made by the 
Preservation of 

Agricultural Lands 
Society. 

This past weekend, I 
went on a golf trip to 
Pennsylvania with a 
large group of people, 


most of them friends of 
my Dad who are from 
Fort Erie. 

I can't count how 
many times I was asked 
over the course of the 
weekend about the 
speedway, what the lat-

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'Conservatives are trying to mislead the public' 


Dear Editor, 


By playing politics 
with mental illness, MP 
Rob Nicholson and the 
Conservative Party are 
not only stigmatizing 
those living with men¬ 
tal health issues, they 
are making our streets 


less safe. 

First, some context. 
Our justice system pro¬ 
vides a third option for 
those who, at the time 
of the act, were too sick 
to understand what 
they did was wrong— 
people who are deemed 
“not criminally respon¬ 
sible.” These individu¬ 


als are incarcerated in 
a secure facility with 
psychiatric services. 

Before they can 
rejoin society their case 
is considered by special 
board that is better 
equipped than a regu¬ 
lar court to determine 
their treatment and the 
level of danger they 


The Conservatives 
are trying to mislead 
the public into think¬ 
ing this system is bro¬ 
ken. In fact, the gov¬ 
ernment’s own research 
shows that its success 
rate is high - offenders 
have drastically lower 
rates of re-offending 



than in mainstream 
correction systems. 

Yet under the 
Conservatives’ Bill 
C-54, one serious 
offence would brand 
someone as liable to 
repeat-offend or pres¬ 
ent a greater risk to 
society - based on no 
evidence and going 
against decades of sci¬ 
ence and myth busting 
about mental illness. 
This will force them 
into mainstream prison, 
from which they will 
almost certainly emerge 
far more dangerous and 
likely to re-offend. 

The Conservatives 
argue that Bill C-54 is 
about the rights of vic¬ 
tims. If these changes 
were only about 
advancing the rights of 
victims, the Liberal 
Party would support 
them. But Bill C-54 
goes well beyond that 


and stigmatizes the 
mentally ill, and offends 
basic Charter protec¬ 
tions that will ultimate¬ 
ly weaken the rights of 
every Canadian. We 
simply cannot support 
that. 

This damaging stig¬ 
ma will make it harder 
to get people into treat¬ 
ment - yet treatment is 
most effective preven¬ 
tative measure for the 
few people with mental 
illness who commit 
serious offences. 

By voting for C-54, 
Mr. Nicholson is play¬ 
ing on the politics of 
fear to perpetuate 
myths and stereotypes 
about mental illness. 
That is wrong—and will 
make us less safe.

Cycling on Sidewalks 

Attention All Adult Cyclists: In an effort to keep our sidewalks safe for all 
residents The Town would like to remind all adult cyclists that cycling on a 
sidewalk in the Town of Fort Erie is prohibited. 

Traffic By-Law No. 2000-89 Section 703.1 provides that “No person shall drive 
a vehicle or bicycle upon a sidewalk on a highway, except for the purpose of 
directly crossing the sidewalk provided that this subsection shall not apply 
to children’s play vehicles, bicycles or tricycles propelled by muscular power 
wheelchairs or baby carriages”. 

The maximum fine for such an offence is $5,000

3- Give it sun: Wisteria will grow in partial shade, but it needs at least 6 to 8 hours of sun to 
bloom best.
